plant in Lincoln. 
Still, the statement by company officials 
ion the probable closing caused a great many 
people to seriously ask 
their friends, “ what do 
you think of the West- 
ern Electric deaH ” f'ol- 
lowing 
close 
on 
the 
heels of the Elgin National Watch Company 
closing, the W.E. decision is not a pleasant 
one. Quite naturally, it raises some appre­ 
hension about the immediate years ahead 
for Lincoln. Many people begin to wonder 
how secure their own jobs might be in 
view o f possible economic effects upon the 
co mmunity from the industrial cutbacks. 
They fear the effects o n real estate, par- 
|ticularly the equity they might hav e in their 
;Own ho mes. Many a life’s sav ings is tied 
Jup in pro perty o n which a difference o f 
.5 o r 6 
per cent in the v alue means the 
flo ss 
o r security 
o f these sav ings. These 
and o thers 
are no t co nsideratio ns to 
be 
taken lightly . 
^ While these considerations are real and 
are with us today, it should also be rec­ 
ognized that the situation is one of de­ 
grees. There is no doubt that we have suf­ 
fered an economic setback in Lincoln but 
this does not mean we have been defeated.

as these should not be expected to become 
a permanent fixture in a community at the 
very beginning. Circumstances and require­ 
ments change which make it imperative 
that industry move to meet these changes. 
It is only natural that this move is some­ 
times going to be a physical and literal one.

In industry, there is a constant state of 
expansion, consolidation and modernization. 
A physical plant in one location today may 
be outmoded and inefficient 10 years from 
now. In the shifting that is a natural prod­ 
uct of this change, any community which 
seeks and has an industrial payroll must 
expect some fluctuations. 
It would be to the credit, welfare and 
benefit of Lincoln to view the Elgin and 
Western Electric closings as one part of the 
cycle of a ne\er ending industrial revolution. 
This will not blot out the immediate reali­ 
ties of lost Jobs and hardships but it will 
permit us to realistically appraise the situ­ 
ation and to then move forward toward 
new achievements. 
Only in this state of realism 
will 
we 
again taste the sweetness of the other part 
of the industrial cycle— 
the acquisition of new 
firms. Lincoln 
might

keep in 
mind at this 
time the Cushman Mo­ 
tor Works, recently aligned in a merger 
with Outlioard Marine Motors Corp. If this 
combination brings a modern production 
plant to the city, it might well mean that 
some other city loses an operation it has 
had for perhaps the past 10 or 15 years. 
To

point, 
Lincoln will have to be alert to the times 
and cognizant of the latest demands and re­ 
quirements of industry. Lincoln people will 
have to work diligently in this area of new 
businesses but it has been done before and 
will be done again. We will learn from our 
reversals and, with determination, turn them 
into assets.

Fitting Appointment 


j Nebraska will applaud Governor .Ander- 
ison’s decision to name Mrs. Ralph Hill stale 
‘treasurer. 
It also agrees with Mrs. Hill who in taking 
the oath of office to complete the unexpired 
■term of her late husband said, “ You’ve done 
fthis for Ralph and 1 cannot think of a nicer 
kribute.” 
But Mrs. Hill was modestly guilty of 
understatement. She has been an outstand­ 
ing citizen in her own right, deserving of 
public recognition and thoroughly prepared 
io direct the affairs of the state treasury. 
This appointment was a nice piece of 


thoughtfulness that will reward the giver. 
Mrs. Hill is the first woman to hold high 
state office, but not the first to prove that 
Nebraska women can acquit themselves 
admirably as public representatives. The 
latter was well taken care of during the ap­ 
pointive service of both former U.S. Senator 
Eve Bowring of Merriman and Hazel Abel 
of Lincoln. 
As a state official Mrs. Hill has the re­ 
sponsibility both of handling the complicated 
duties of her office well and pioneering the 
way for women in state public service. And 
for that duty a better candidate could not 
have been selected. 


Far Too Many Accidents 


, The Nebraska Farm Bureau Federation 
has commented that .Nebraska is the third 
most dangerous state in the Union in the 
m atter of agricultural hazard. It finds the 
thought shocking and 
is 
calling on 
the 
^state’s farm operators to use the I5th .Na­ 
tional Farm Safety Week as a period in 
Which to fashion a permanent reform. To 
all of which The Star heartily agrees. 
Power farm machinery claims the most 
victims; tractors toppling over on the oper­ 
ator, power take-offs twisting the life out 
of him, combines threshing the farm er in­ 
stead of the wheat. Of all farm fatalities 
last year the national percentage of m a­ 
chine induced deaths was 31.1. .North Dakota 
beat that with 45.4^t, winning the dubious 


distinction of being first. South Dakota was 
second with 42.5% while Nebraska was third 
with 40.9C^;. 
Curiously enough death by electrocution 
is rare on Nebraska farms, only 1.2% of the 
varied total. 
One could go into all the details of farm 
tragedy but it is sufficient to say that Iheie 
are far too many and mgst of them are 
preventable through the exercise of pru­ 
dence plus full respect for the power of 
modern farm machinery. 
There has also been lacking 
a public 
sensitivity to safe machine design and too 
many implements are being accepted for 
farm use lacking the sufficient safeguards 
for life and limb. 


Dogs And Rabies 


If the City-Counly Health Department 
views 
mandatory 
vaccination 
of 
dogs 
against rabies as an essential preventive 
measure, then we are not going to argue 
With them, despite some misgivings. Frank­ 
ly, the spread of rabies is too serious a 
business to lake any chances with and we 
would rather see all dogs vaccinated than 
one child die with the disease. 
But the Health Department went on to 
also recommend to the City Council that “ all 
steps immediately be taken to fully enforce 
all present ordinances as to stray dogs.” 
No one can argue that laws on the books 
should not be enforced but there is another 
side to this picture that should be presented. 
A great many people who own dogs let 
their pets make a nuisance of themselves 
in one way or another. On the other hand, 
there are a great many people w ho don t 
own dogs who make a nuisance of them ­ 
selves by objecting about dog owners. The 
Humane Society goes on about as many wild 
goose chases as it does legitimate calls. 
It should be recognized that there arc also 
some practical difficulties to enforcing the 
so-called dog tieup law. Under the law, a 
dog must 
be confined 
to 
its 
m aster’s 
premises unless out at the end of a leash. 


This is a difficult law to enforce. 
It is humanly impossible for someone 
from the Humane Society to alw-ays be on 
hand when a dog is running loose. Often­ 
times, before a call on a loose dog can be 
answered the animal has gone on to an­ 
other area or has returned home. It would 
be conservative to say that the personnel 
and equipment of the Humane Society would 
ha\e to be doubled to really eliminate all 
stray dogs. Even this would be no guarantee 
and the Society or the city certainly does 
not have the money to go into any such ex­ 
tensive program. Let’s let sleeping dogs lie, 
even if they do nap on the neighbor’s lawn 
occasional! v.

Between 
classes go hours of work at 
home to develop the ability 
to answer to the directions 
of the man in charge of the 
trials.

are not so much a result of

Washington 
— Comniis- 
fsioner Ford Frick told Con­ 
gress Wednesday that unre­ 
stricted televising of b i g 
league baseball games will 
destroy the sport within 10 
years. 
Frick asked the Senate An­ 
timonopoly Subcommittee to 
approve 
legislation 
t h a t 
would give baseball l e g a l 
sanction to curb TV-radio 
broadcasts. 
Minor league teams, he 
said, can’t stand the com­ 
petition of major league tel­ 
evision. 
“ Minor league towns are 
being wrecked,” Frick testi­ 
fied. “ We have got to be 
able to handle this problem, 
or within 10 years there will 
be no television problem 
because there will be no 
baseball.” 
In addition to local tele­ 
casts, major league games 


are now seen across the 
country every Saturday and 
Sunday on national hookups. 
Minor league cities where 
games are being played are 
supposed to be blacked out, 
but minor league officials 
contend this is ineffective. 
P’rick supported a House- 
passed bill to provide broad 
antitrust law exemptions for 
pro baseball, football, bas­ 
ketball and hockey. 
Sen. Joseph C. O’Mahoney 
(D-Wyo) said the bill’s ex­ 
emptions are so sweeping 
baseball authorities should 
write down for Congress the 
specific practices they want 
sanctioned by law. 
Sen. John A. Carroll fD- 
Colo) said baseball “ Ought 
to clear its own bnen” and 
accept reasonable restric­ 
tions without seeking a com­ 
pletely free hand. 
“ Being for baseball,” Car­ 


roll commented, “ is like be­ 
ing for mother love and 
against sin.” 
But he questioned whether 
P”rick could do much polic­ 
ing if baseball were granted 
unrestricted 
rights 
under 
the antimonopoly statutes. 
In 
reply 
to 
questions, 
P’rick went into his forecast 
that the majors will expand 
first from 8 to 10 and then 
to 12-club leagues. Eventual­ 
ly, he said, they would com­ 
pete in 6-team sections with 
interlocking schedules b u t 
with separate playoffs lead­ 
ing to the World Series. 
Revenue 
from 
playoff 
games, he said, would help 
swell the players pension 
fund. 
Baseball sat still for 50 
years, P'rick testified, add­ 
ing “ It no longer can s i t 
tight.” 
P’rick also said he thought 


some big league clubs “ have 
gone completely haywire” in 
handing out huge bonuses to 
sign up promising young­ 
sters. He estimated the ma­ 
jors have paid out from 3 
to 4 million dollars this year 
for boys just out of h i g h 
school or college. 
O’Mahoney w a n t e d to 
know why baseball didn’t 
abolish bonuses and use the 
money to enlarge the pres­ 
ent $500,000 fund set up to 
rescue foiling minor league 
teams. 
P’rick 
said 
bonuses 
of 
$100,000 and more apiece 
could be curtailed by rein­ 
stating a rule compelling 
clubs to keep bonus players 
on their own rosters for 2 
years before farming them 
out. Also he said, they could 
make any player subject to 


draft by a major league 
team after 1 year in the 
minors. P’rick called this a 
“ rather socialistic” meth­ 
od. 
The unrestricted draft of 
lop minor leaguers now af­ 
fects only players with 4 
years’ experience. 
The 2-year provision for 
bonus babies was dropped 
last year. Clubs now may 
send their young prospects 
to the minors for seasoning 
at any time. 
P’rick said C o n g r e s s 
should legislate to guard 
against a reversal of Su­ 
preme Court rulings that 
baseball is immune to the 
antitrust laws. 
The court has held that 
other pro sports enjoy no 
such freedom. Frick said 


each sport needs the ques­ 
tion settled once and for 
all. 


O’Mahoney asked whether 
P’rick thought Washington 
fans could depend on the 
baseball senators remain­ 
ing in the Capital. The pos­ 
sibility of shifting the team 
arose last week but other 
American 
League 
c l u b 
owners spiked the idea. 
Calvin Griffith, president 
of the Senators, told the 
subcommittee Tuesday he 
intends to stay in Washing­ 
ton but would not lock the 
door tight on a future move. 
P’rick pounded the witness 
table and told O’Mahoney: 
“ Removal 
of 
the 
club 
from Washington would be 
catastrophic. Baseball can­ 
not afford not to be in the 
nation’s capital.” 
P’rick 
said 
experience 


with the Pacific C o a s t 
League convinced him that 
no existing league c o u l d 
move as a group into ma­ 
jor status. The PCL, before 
the Dodgers and Giants in­ 
vaded 
its 
territory, 
had 
been given a special classi­ 
fication to set the basis for 
possible conversion into a 
third major league. P’rick 
said too many of its 8 cities 


lacked the needed popula­ 
tion or facilities. 
Frick also said that to 
grab the top 8 minor league 
cities Vb form a 3rd major 
league would ruin several 
minor leagues. 
He recommended a grad­ 
ual increase, with citizens 
of the city desiring a fran­ 
chise putting up the neces­ 
sary capital.
